delivery. Shertly after this tho partnons 
of the Hahg Soug Cheong firm abscondod 
from the Colony nnd bankruptey proceed. 
ings were taken, Mr G, H. V fakeman being 
appointed trusteo in bankruptcy of the 
estate. Plnintiffa had’to ropay the Bauk’s 
loon but the Hong Song Cheong fim 
had not psid tho Bills of Exchango nor the 
price of tho tin, and plaintiffs claimed:a 
leclaration that they were ontitled to a first 
charge upon the slabs of tin which had been 
stored in the Hongkong and Kowloon 
Wharf and Godown Company’s premisoa 
to the ordor of Mr G, H. Wakeman to the 
extent of $49,288.15 and costs. 

Dofondants did not adinit the contracts 
referred to but admitted the Bills of Lad- 
ing and tho Exchange Bills drawn in favour 
of the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporntion. They further admitted that 
the, Hang Seng Choong firm obtained do- 
livory of somo slabs of tin without roduc- 
ing a Bill-of Lading, but thoy did not 
admit that the tin was obtained frouduilent- 
ly or without plaintif—fy’ knowledge ond 
agsent, or that tho tin comprised portion 
of the 300 slabs which wore claimed by tho 
defendants. Defendants donied plaintiffy’ 
right to tho tin in priority to their own 
and contended that if the 300 slabs of tin 
were comprixed in the Bill of Lading issued 
to the Hang Song Cheong the baak was 
guilty of ‘negligencevin, filing to take pos- 
session of the slabs and in failing to give 
notice to the Kee:-Guan-Company or to the 
Kam Kat Kai or to the Hop Yik Godown 
of itaelnim. If the Keo Guan firm mado 
the payment to, tho bink, which they 
alleged, they did ‘so by reason of their own 
wrongful-act irr delivering the tin without 
the production of the Bill.of Luding or 
payment of the contract price and by 
reason of legal proceodings which ‘wore 
about to be commenced against them by 
the bank. On January 10 the defendants 
lent the Hang Seng Cheong $20,000 under 
pledge of the 300 slabs of tin which were 
then stored in the Hop Yick Godowns 
and which were now stored in the Hong- 
kong und Kowloon Wharf and Godown 
Compuny's promises. Defendants took the 
pledge in the ordinary course of business 
and in goad faith and without notice of any 
other claim or charge upon ‘tho tin, The 
Hang Seng Cheong firm ngreod to pay 
interest at the rate of 8249 per month Out 
had not done so.
